Approval of June Meeting & July Retreat Notes – delayed until next meeting due to quorum issues.  

 
Compliance Discussion – Impacting FFY2022 funds  

• Reminder of Core Requirements:  
Core Requirements Overview:  
 
Jail Removal:  

• No adjudicated juvenile delinquent shall be detained or confined in any jail or lockup for 
adults (this includes Court Holding Facilities, VSP Barracks, Municipal Police Stations, 
DOC adult correctional facilities, County Sheriff Offices, etc.). Accused juvenile 
delinquents can be detained for no longer than 6 hours for purposes of processing and 
release.  

Deinstitutionalization of Status Offenders (DSO): 
• Juveniles who are charged or who have committed an offense that would not be 

criminal if committed by an adult are not to be placed in secure detention facilities (this 
included Woodside and includes areas of jail or lockups that are residential (equipped 
with sleeping quarters).  

Separation:  
• Juveniles alleged to be or found to be delinquent, status offenders, and juveniles who 

are not charged with an offense and who are aliens or alleged to be dependent, 
neglected, or abused may not be detained or confined in any institution in which they 
have contact with adult inmates.  

• DOC housed five 18-year-old delinquents without Sight or Sound Separation, putting VT over the 
violation threshold for the Separation Requirement.  

• Title II Grant will be reduced by 20%, then 50% of the remaining will need to be focused on 
“addressing the problem.” 

• Elizabeth sent in letter explaining that DOC introduced policy to ensure that no more juvenile 
delinquents would be admitted into their facility, and since February 2021 there have been none. 
This letter asked OJJDP to take that into consideration when making their determinations.  

• SAG will send a letter to OJJDP supporting that letter.  
Points to be made:  

1. this was a RTA implementation issue  
2. this disincentivizes states from exploring changes in juvenile court jurisdiction 
3. the threshold rates penalize small state unfairly - i.e. there were only 5 violations but we are 

over the threshold.  
 
Only 8 members are currently on the call, and we need 10 for any votes.  
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Decision to break until 11:45 due to quorum issues.
